BLOODSHED SEEMS IMMINENT 


The Strikers Will March Unon Cannons- 
burg Today, 


SHERIFF SWEARS IN 300 DEPUTIES 


Invading Army of Determined Strikers 
Has Caused a Cessation of Opera- 
tions and There Was Much 
Yrxcitement About Mines 
Last Night. 


Pittsburg, Pa.,° July 21.—Trouble,, and 
much of it, seems to be in store at the 
Ajlison mine, three miles west of Cannone- 
burg. The men want to go to work, but 
ara afraid. They fear another invasion of 
the strikers, and do not want to be targets 
for a mob that is liable at any moment to 
los# control of itself. everything 
was quiet about the mines, and the citizens 
of Cannonsburg were awaiting the arrival

of the invaders. 

Iz was intention of the strikers 
begin their march to Cannonsburg ton'ght, 
but a telegram from Bridgeville announces 
that owing to the heavy rain of this even- 
ing it was decided to postpone the tramp 
until tomorrow. 

Tre men are fully determined to carry 
out the'r threat of making the march. 
They expect to start with 600 men and be 
reinforced by about the sanie numober from 
Bridgeville and Tom's Run. The men: will 
start with several days’ rations and ex- 
pect to be in shape to watch the offending 
mines for several days. This morning a 
number of the men going ¢o the Allen 
mines were stopped by the committee of 
the strikers. Many of them did not go 
to work. J. H. V. Cook said that the 
names of the strikers would be procured 
and they would all be arrested for intimi- 
dating his employees. 

The Sheriff Is Prepared. 

Sheriff Verner Clark, of Washington 
county, is fully prepared for any army of 
marching strikers that may invade his do- 
main. It is not generally Known that at 
6 o’clock last night he had nearly 300 depu- 
ties sworn in,*who are available at any 
time. From the most reliable information. 
ii Was learned that they are all ready with 
the requisite number of firearms and are 
prepared to do business. The sheriff is on 
the ground in person, and if there is a 
fale move on the part of any of the 
s'rikers, drastic measures will be resorted 
to. 

The miners who want to go to work are 
stricken with fear. and anticipate trouble. 
The Allison mine had forty men at work 
until noon today, when the plant was shut 
down, in apparent anticipation of trouble. 
During the afternoon a committee from 
the Enterprise mine, three miles up the 
road, paid them a visit.: The committee 
wanted to find out what the status of the 
situation was. They decided that the En- 
terprise would not work under the present 
surroundings, 

At the Boone mine a game of peck-a-boo 
is in progress. The men want to work as 
long as there are no strikers around. Man- 
the mine, said that he

The full 
complement of hands was at work in the 
room when the explosion took place. Forty 
feet of the side of the building was blown 
out and hurled in pleces many feet, and 
fragments of human bodies were scattered 
in a sickening manner. 

Two of the bodies had been decapicated. 
Others had been partially torn asunder, and 
still others had been dismembered. The 
officials of the company expended every ef- 
fort to assist in the work of relief. 

Perhaps the saddest scene was the scene 
enacted when John Baumerster learned 
that his wifé was among the He 
lived in Hampden and had been recently 
married. At the time of the explosion he 
was at work but a few feet distant from 
his wife. Mrs. Mary Baumerster was but 
sixteen years and had been in the 
factory but three weeks. 

She was married a little over & month 
ago, and she her husband used ad- 
joining machines. The girl was blown fully 
fifty feet, and so crushed out of shape that 
it was almost impossible to identify her. 
The husband, curiously enough, was appa- 
rently blown with the same force and by 
the same blast, and yet he is one of the 
least seriously injured. He struck the 
ground but a few feet short of his wife. 

The cause of the explosion has not been 
determined, and perhaps its source may 
never be known. Some of those at work 
in the room at the time say it was due to 
the fact that a cartridge in process: of 
loading had been improperly placed in the 
machine. 

The two Barderf boys, working side by 
side, were thrown at a tangent out one 
side of the building.

He was all 
day in charge of Officers Bryant, Harlan 
and Griffin. 

At 7 o’clock the officers left town with 
Speaks, a small crowd following. The offi- 
cers are determined to. get him to jail, and 
the crowd is determined to hang him. 

At 7 o'clock it was conceded that Officer 
Griffin had gotten away with Speaks, 
bound for Cherokee, where he will take a 
train for Tuscumbia.

This note expluined it all. Severa) travel- 
ing men here tonigh‘+ say that Johnson 
comes -from one of the best families in 
Athens, Ga. He‘was very clever and gen- 
tlemanly while here. He leaves a wife and 
four children. The door to his room was 
not locked or fastened, but only closed. In 
his room were two .suits of clothes and 
verious bundles of shirts. ete. Two dollars 
and fifty cents was found in his pockets.

IS NOW CHAMPION

THE RACE WAS VERY EXCITING 


First Heat of One Mile Won by Repine. 
Time 2:05. 


WALTHCUR WON THE LAST TWO HEATS 


Suspension of Amateurs by Nationa] 
L. A. W. Interfered with the 
invitation Races. 


Bob Walthour is champion of the south. 

gert Repine was champion until last 
night, but Walthour was too much for him 
and in one of the most exciting races ever 
run he proved himself to be the fastest 
man. 

Bod Walthour has always been an Atlan- 
ta favorite, and when ne won the race last 
night the crowd at the Coliseum went wild. 
The race was run in three heats and by 
the time the third heat was run the ex- 
citement was intense. The last heat, which 
was five miles, was the best heat of the 
Tace, and when the tandem dropped out 
and the spurt began every one in the Coll- 
seum rose and howled in the wildest man- 
ner. 

As the men went down the back stretch 
they were side by side, and it was plain 
that the finish would be a mighty struggle. 
Walthour was on the inside and Repine on 
the outside. As they came into the last 
curve before the home stretch they were 
almost fiying and Walthour was pushing 
his wheel ahead siowly but surely. ‘The 
already deafening noise seemed to increase 
when this was noted, and as the riders 
swung into the stretch with Walthour a 
few inches in the lead everybody cheered. 

The finish was almost like a- flash of 
lightning and the race was over. In the 
stretch both men were under a_ fearful 
strain and riding as if their lives were the 
prize at the tape. Walthour gained a few 
inches in the home stretch, and as they 
passed the tape he was half a wheel ahead 
of Repine. 

As the riders passed the tape the crowd 
jumped on the track, and when Walthour 
came round to dismount he was seized by 
his friends and carried on their shoulders’ 
all about the building amidst the waving 
of hats and the wildest cneering. 


How the Race Was Won. 


The first heat was won by Repine. He 
got the tandem as it came by for the start 
and held it to the last. When the pacemak- 
ers dropped out Repine was in the lead, 
and he staid there to the last. Walthour 
gained in the stretch but Repine won by 
half a wheel. The mile was made in 2:05. 

The next heat was three miles and Wal- 
thour won. It was the fastest heat of the 
evening. The spurt was not so long and 
it was impossible to tell who would win un- 
til they crossed the tape. The record for 
three miles was broken in this heat. Wal- 
thour won in 6:41. 

At the end of this heat Prince announced 
that there would be a rest of fifteen min- 
utes, and the final heat or five miles would 
be run. In the interval of fifteen minutes 
that elapsed the betting was heavy. The 
odds were two to one on Walthour and 
hundreds of dollars were placed. 

Everybody in the vast- audience had an 
idea that the race had been fixed and on 
every side the inquiry was made, “Do you 
think it has been fixed?’ No one seemed 
to know why but the rumor was in the air 
and it was impossible to tell where or how 
it had originated. Men who had bet odds 
that Repine would win the first heat were 
now offering to two one that Walthour 
would win the race. 

Prince announced from the track that if 
any man would give him any idea as to 
the origin of the rumor he would have Re- 
pine and Walthour put off the track for 
life. No one could or would give the de- 
sired information and it 1s more than like- 
ly that the origin of it will never be dis- 
covered. The race was a great one, and 
it looked as if it was run for the best Man 
to win. The last heat of five miles was 
run in the very good time of 11:33 4-5. 


Amateurs Did Not Race. 


Notice was received yesterday that sev- 
eral of the fastest amateurs in the city 
had been put on the suspension list. The 
names of the suspended men are: Gill, Jim 
Walthour, Kline, Boatenrider and Elliott. 
The two last men were to run in the invi- 
tation race tast night but their suspension 
made it impossible.

England and Ger- 
many were the only countries where to- 
bacco could be shipped; to any other coun- 
tries it could not be shipped except 
through the governments. 

Mn Swenson, democrat, of Virginia, sup- 
ported the rerolution and pointed out the 
difficulties wrich American tobacco grow- 
ers encountered in selling tobacco abroad. 

The resolution was then passed.

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SHERIFF HID WITH PRISONER 


Mob Tried To Take Carroll’s' Assail- 
ant from Harp. 

Columbus, Ga., July 21.—(Special.)—It was 
not until after quite an exciting experieace 
that Sheriff Harp, of Chattahoochee county, 
reached Cusseta early this morning with 
the negro Charlies Johnson. alias Rankin, 
whom he took from the Columbus jail last 
night.

THERE IS NO CHANCE TO DEFEAT TARIFF 


If Senators Would Imitate Southern- 
ers, Something Might Be Ac- 
complished. 


Washington, July 21.—(Special.)—Some- 
body saw McKinley today and he 
changed his mind again about that mone- 
tary. commission message. Yesterday he 
told Sherman, of New York, that it would 
come today. 

It didn’t come and now there is more 
uncertainty. 

Tonight Mr. ingley told Congressman 
Lew!s, of Georgia, that the message may 
come tomorrow and it may not until Fri- 
day or Saturday. It has now been de- 
termined by the republican leaders that the 
houso shall have no time whatever to dis- 
cuss the commission bill or resolution, but 
that it shall ba jammed through at once 
and sent to the senate. 

It is a pure pleea of bluff. The republi- 
cans know they cannot get action on it 
there, but they want to say to the country: 

“We tried, but those silver men wouldn't 
let us.’ 

Just what the senate will do with ft can- 
not be said, but they will probably send It 
to a committee to sleep until] December. 

As to the tariff, there is no chance of 
defeating the conference report, and that 
means no chance to secure any conces- 
gions in the shaps of free cotton bagging 
and free cotton ties, or anything else. The 
combination cannot be perfected. If all 
those who voted for these propositions 
would do as the Georgia, Alabama and 
South Carolina senators, and would evince 
a disposition to stay here until December 
before they would accept the report, they 
could win. But other democratic senators 
are not as deeply interested as are the 
southerners, and even then, they lack the 
votes. The tariff will be closed up before 
the end of the week. 

Emmett Womack Hangs On. 

A few days ago I wired The Constitution 
that Colonel Womack had _ resigned his 
place in the interior department. 

That was a mild way of etating that the 
new administration had dispensed with the 
services of the gentleman from Georgia. 

The resignation was asked for, the ground 
for the request being some charges of neg- 
lect of duty. 

Investigation showed the charges to have 
been trumped up and Congressman Living- 
é6ton at once took hold of the case of his 
Newton county constituent and supporter. 
Today Colonel Livingston went to Secre- 
tary Bliss with the facts and insisted upon 
Womack’s réinstatement. The secretary 
was at first obdurate, but Colonel Living- 
ston persisted, and as a result Womack 
was reinstated. After resigning as chief 
clerk in March, he was in the law depart- 
ment, holding a good place. He now gets 
an equally good place in the pension de- 
partment. 

Will Be District Attorney Barnard. 

Claude Melnotte Barnard is to be district 
attorney for the eastern district of North 
Carolina. Claude is a co-worker with Ki 
Gudger, though not in Ki’s nomenclature 
class. He has the backing of Congressmen 
Skinner and Linney, and this appointment 
has all the time been conceded as belong- 
ing to Skinner and Linney.

To the rattle of drums and the piping 
of a fife the veterans of the bloody Seventh 
gathered in Grant park yesterday morning 
to live again, if only for one day, among 
the stirring scenes of the past. Of the 840 
that marched tn this gallant regiment to 
the front and streaked. the: hills of Vir- 
ginia, Maryland and Pennsylvania with 
their life’s blood, only 100 remain to re- 
member the dead and seek fraternal hap- 
piness in the commemoration of a common 
cause. The other 740 are gone the way of 
all the earth. 

The heroes of the sixties. some distorted

After Judge Jones finished, the ‘“‘assembly”’ 
Was beaten by the drum corps, and the 
soldiers quickly fell into ranks in close-up 
order, ready to march. The old flag under 
which the gallant Bartow fell at Manassas, 
bearing the legend, ‘‘Repel the Invader.” 
and which the regiment followed and 
fought under through so many hot battles, 
Was carried down the line. The demotr- 
Stration broke forth. and the rebel yell 
mever resounded with more vehemence 
through the hills around Atlanta, thirty- 
three years ago, than when the 
battle-scarred emblem of patriotism, 
torn by bullets and burnt by the shot 
of cannon, was unfulred among its de- 
fenders. 

They were marched to the tune of the 
“Bonnie Blue Flag’ to the tables where 
& most sumptuous spread of roast beef, 
fried chicken, boiled ham and baked bread, 
with the refreshing water from the spring 
mear by, was served in a most palatable 
manner. 

The veterans ate as if they had just made 
a raid on a beegum or upon some yankee 
wagon train of provisions. 

After the dinner a short business meet- 
ing was held, where short talks were made 
by the different members of the regiment. 
Mr. J. L. Cobb made a speech in which he 
said that the histories of the civil war 
mow being taught in owr schools should be 
investigated, and if they @o not tell the 
facts in the case they should be excluded. 
He read a resolution, passed by the Grand 
Army of the Republic, to the effect that a 
committee be appointed to look into school 
histories and see that they praise the 
union soldiers and teach tho confederate 
soldiers to be traitors of their country. 
Owing to this action of the Grand Army of 
the Republic, he introduced a_ resolution 
favorably acted upon by the Troup county 
veterans, saying that the United Confed- 
erate Veterans see to it that histories tell- 
ing the truth of the civil war be written 
and published for the benefit of southern 
children. The resolution was unanimously 
passed. He further safd that he !oved 
the Seventh regiment of Georgia, and that 
it was the first regiment that ever placed 
a confederate flag upon a federal battery. 
He felt proud of the Seventh for the record 
she sustained through the entire war, and 
the noble spirits that still remain to make 
an everlasting memory of the lost cause. 

Several short speeches were made by oth- 
er veterans, after which the meeting ad- 
journed. The ‘‘vets’” gathered in little 
groups to dwell upon the scenes of battle, 
the narrow escapes that they so often had 
and tell about their exploits and personal 
reminiscences. 

The reunion was a most enjoyable one, 
and the old soldiers dispersed, each hoping 
to live to see many other similar occasions.

to the gsand jurors unknown, called the 
poutheastern Tariff Association, and did 
thén and there unlawfully and feloniously 
agree With cach other and each with the 
Other tO abide by and adhere to and be 
bound by the rates set to the fixed for 
such premiums by the said trustee called 
the Southeastern Tariff Association, and 
not to vary from such rates. in the tssuing 
of policies of insurance in said county and 
state, and that in pursuance of and accord- 
ing to said conspiracy, combination, con- 
federacy and agreement amongst them- 
selves had as aforesaid then and there fix 
and prescribe the rates of premiums in fire 
insurance to be charged the public in said 
county and state, and the defendants did 
then and there in said county on the days 
aforementioned unlawfuily and felonivusly 
abide by and adhere to charge (the public 
the rates for fire insurance so fixed by the 
said trustee called the Southeastern Tariff 
Association, and did then and there un- 
lawfully and feloniously deprive the pwblic 
of the benefits of competition on the matter 
of the fire insurance rate, to the great dam- 
age and injury of the public against the 
peace and dignity of the state of Missis- 
sippi.’’ 

The prosecution of the insurance com- 
panies named above on the charges men- 
tioned began in this county at the April, 
1896, term of the circuit court when Judge 
John W. Fewell charged the grand jury 
especially to investigate the matter, and if 
such evidence as he suspected was 
existing, to indict. The jury acted 
on this instruction, and at that term 
of court the companies were indicted, 
charged with being members of an organ- 
ization formed for the purpose of maintain- 
ing agreed rates on fire Insurance. The 
companies were brought to trial before 
Judge Fewell and fined in the penalty of 
$500 each after conviction. The case waé 
carried to the supreme court, where it 
Was argued at quite a length, some of the 
most superior legal talent in the statu ap- 
pearing in behalf of tha defendants. The 
court reversed the decision of the lower 
court and ruled that the indictment was 
defective in that no specific charge was 
made against the defendants that they 
had upheld agreed rates on ineurance and 
thereby deprived the public of the benefits 
of compeiition in the premises. Upon the 
opening oft tne present term of court Judge 
Huddlestone instructed the grand jury to 
reopen tha investigation, which was done 
with the above result, the affidavits in 
the case being so worded as to conform 
to the ruling of the supreme court. Dis- 
triet Attorney Jones is confident of ulti- 
mate success in the fight today inaugurated 
on behalf of the state, though he is in- 
clined to believe that a special term of 
court will be held foe the trial of these 
cases.

M’KINLEY GETS GEORGIA MELON 


One of the Finest Grown in the South 
Presented Him. 


WAS GROWN BY A POOR FARMER 


President Says There Is Noth‘nz Bit- 
ter Than Goober State 
Products. 


Washington, July 41.—(Special.)—The 
prize Georgia melon was presented to 
President McKinley this afternoon. The 
ceremony attract much attention at the 
white house. For a time there seemed 
danger of a raid on the part of the hungry 
negro office seekers who infest the grounds 
of the executive mansion these days, but 
the precious product of Georgia soil was 
born safely into the president’s presence. 

William N. Mitchell, who brought the 
melon, explained the reason for the gift 
saying: 

“Mr. President—The policy of the Balti- 
more and Ohio railroad, of which I am the 
southern representative, is to promise and 
encourage every industry in the territory 
in which it lo¢ates. One year ago the pro- 
gressive hand of our system reached out 
to the sunny south. We found the grand 
melon industry of that section depreciating, 
and looking around to increase the farmer 
interests I offered a prize for the largest 
melon grown in the south this season, with 
the understanding that it was to be pre- 
sented to you as the chief magistrate of 
our country. The winner was a poor far- 
mer in far off southwest Georgia, whose 
heart would certainly feel bright could he 
see the product of his industry resting 
here in the nation’s home. In our youth, 
Mr. President, we were taught to beware 
of the gift laden Greeks, but permit me 
to assure you that, though this gift has 
passed your gates, when you open it you 
will find that no office seeking enemy will 
emerge from its center. It: has been born 
to you with nothing but the best hopes for 
continued increased prosperity of your ad- 
ministration and the kindest, best wishes 
for the health and prosperity of. yourself.” 

Congressman Livingston made a _ short 
presentation speech in which he grew elo- 
quent concerning Georgia and Georgia soil. 

The president replied in his usual happy 
manner, explaining that he felt especially 
gratified at such a remembrance from 
Georgia. 

He remarked afterwards that the melon 
sent him by Mr. Mitchell to Canton last 
year was the most delicious he had ever 
tasted. .

The exclu- 
sive interests having used Jolin Sherman 
in 1873,-and through him he republi- 
oan party, by which the money «f the 
country was destroyed, essayed to com- 
plete the work in 1882 by the deciding 
vote of Speaker Carlisle, who thus early 
while posing as a democratic leader, 
Was apparently but an attorney of the 
New England school of politics.

A Candid Opinion. 

In commenting upon the extravagant 
claims of the gold newspapers to the 
effect that what is contemptuously re-

EDITORIAL COMMENT, 


The missionary may have builded better 


than he knew. In Alaska several Indians 
have started stores of their own, and in 
some instances carry a stock of $6,000 to 
$10,000. There are six stores of this de- 


scription on their islands. These educated 
Indians have arrived at the conclusion that 
there is money in commercial life, and hava 


decided to compete with Mr. Duncan and 
his Portland capitalists. Mr. Duncan has 
met his competition, first by selling flour 


at $1.25 a sack and then raising dock rates 
to $3 per ton upon all goods not landed for 
his store. The Indians have determined 
to build a dock of their own, and have an- 
nounced that they will complete it this 
summer and allow anyone to land there 
who wishes to. This is no idle boast, as 
they have plenty of money and can pay 
cash for werk they don’t do themselves. 
Educational and religious movements on 
the islands are being overshadowed by com- 
mercial natters. Rich, free milling quartz 
has been found and the Indians hope be- 
fore long to have stamp mills at work. 

The New York Mail and Express reasons 
that one immediate effect of the extraor- 
dinary gold discoveries in AlasKa will be to 
hasten the establishing of court authority 
and legal institutions in that territory. 
Says The New York papcr: 

“The*present order of things is altogether 
inadequate. The whole region is virtually 
without laws or courts. Property rights 
exist by mere sufferance. Judicial process 
is unknown, business is conducted without 
legal safeguards, and there is no definite 
security for the possessions of the hardy 
men who have bui!lt their homes in that 
rich but cheerless region. 

“The mineral and commercial resources 
of Alaska are just beginning to unfold un- 
der the touch of aggressive American en- 
terprise. Properly fostered by needful leg- 
islation at the hands of congress they are 
destined to add inea!culably to our national 
wealth. The immediate need of the terri- 
tory Is for laws which shall provide ample 
protection for property interests, and as 
the government at Washington is now hap- 
pily inspired by the same broad statesman- 
ship that made Alaska an American pos- 
session, there can be no doubt that this 
need will be promptly and fully supplied.” 
The following bit of information concern- 
ing our postal expenditures is taken from 
The New York Commercial Advertiser: 

“At first glance it seems strange that the 
postal service of the United States should 
cost $9,000,000 a year above receipts, while 
that of Great Britain yields a profit of 
over. $14,000,000, that of France nearly §$10,- 
000,000, that of Germany $6,000,000, that of 
Russia $8,000,000 and that of even India and 
Japan $1,500,000. About the only other na- 
tions whose postal gervice does not pay ex- 
penses are Canada, Norway, Slam, Chill, 
Peru, Bulgaria and Bolivia. But light is 
thrown upon our postal deficiency by the 
fact that the United States has six times 
the length of postal routes by railroad of 
any other country.” , 

A report from the office of the registrar 
general of Great Britain shows that the 
number of female centenarians in the em- 
pire is much greater than the number of. 
male centenarians. The report avers that 
cut of every 1,900,000 British subfects 225 
vomen reach the age of 100 years, while 
only eighty men round cut the century. 
In commenting upon this marked differences 
in the matter of longevity between the 
sexes, The Baltimore Sun rather facetious- 
ly observes that the mystery is a deep one. 
“According to the popular superstition,” 
seys The Sun, “it takes much longer fora 
women to reach even the age of fifty than 
it takes for a man to reach that age. If 
this is true, it makes the showing all the 
mcre remarkable. It has even been as- 
serted that essociation with woman makes 
a man live longer, as shown by the fact 
that the averege life of the married man 
is longer than the average life of a single 
man. The fact, however, is denied by the 
end man at the minstrel, who says that 
the life of a married man is not really 
longer, but only seems so. So far there 
is no satisfactory explanation of the orig- 
inal proposition why more women live to 
be 100. Some say it is because {it is mora 
healthy to spend money than it fs to earn 
it, and so on. It may be many of the men 
who would live to be 100 are killed at an 
early age in casualties to which women 
are not exposed. It may be that tight 
lacing is a life preserver, and it may be 
not a fact, after all. Possibly the English 
registrar general may be mistaken.

Prospects for Electric Railroads. 


Editor Constitution—WIi!l you please tell 
us what is the early prospect for the use 
of electricity on the railroads of the United 
States; also what are the obstacles in the 


‘vay of its introduction? NOVICE. 
Quitman, Ga., July 20. 
Undoubtedly the time is rapidly coming 
when electricity will be Pres to operate 


the railroads of the country. Little by lit- 
tle the electric motor Is winning its way. 
It began by knocking out horses on street 
car lines; then’ it entered the fight for 
suburban business with steam roads, and 
in many cities and on many lines has won 
a decisive victory. But it will be many 
years before the electric motor will super- 
sede the steam locomotive on main lines. 
The third-rail syatem i[{s all right for ele- 
vated railroads or for a railroad whose 
right of way is so completely fenced in 
a passengers cannot walk over the road- 
ed. 

But the third call would be a corstant 
source of peril on railroads with an open 


roadbed, and, if used, switchmen and track- 
men would have to wear rubber boots, and 
then would not dare run over the tracks 
at night. Electricians are optimistic in- 
dividuals, but as yet they cannot give us 
a practical method of bringing the current 
to motors large enough and heavy enough 
to pull thirty-car freight trains or ten- 
coach passenger trains which make an 
average speed of fifty miles an hour. The 
overhead trolley is fot a practical device 
for trains as heavy and fast as the ordi- 
nary trains on railroads today. The third 
rail system would not do except for ele 
vated roadae, and the storage battery sys- 
tem is far from being a proved succesa 
even for street cars. 

But one of the most serious obstacles in 
the way of electric traction for railroads 
is found tn the fluctuations of business 
done on the railroads. This applies to the 
freight business. In installing electricity 
on a road, the road would have to be di- 
vided into comparatively short. divisions, 
each with its own power plant. Now, the 
experience of every railroad is that the 
freight business is subject to violent fluc- 
tuations on its eevera] divisions.

He then wrote a 
book, “My Water Cure.” and his fame, 
which had been local, spread all over the 
world. Pilgrims in great numbers wended 
their way toward his retreat. Barefoot 
walking became the best krown feature 
of the peculiar system introduced by Father 
Kneipp; but the priest, as a matter of fact, 
did not countenance the fantastic ex- 
tremes to which some of his patients car- 
ried his prescriptions. Father Kneipp by 
no means contented himself with ordering 
water for his patients, but directed them 
as to their daily habits. prescribed a sim- 
ple regimen, loose clothes and not many 
of them, and prohibited alcohol.

Fowler Was a Preacher. 

Fowler’s career as a minister has been 
checkered. He had a church at Elberton 
for the greater part of Jast year, and was 
very popular there until he borrowed mon- 
ey from every one and forged several 
names. He forged a note for a thousand 
dollars and borrowed $600 from one of his 
flock at Elberton. The note. of course, 
proved no good, and the Elberton layman 
a prosecution of Fowler. Fowler 
ran away and came here. He was arrested, 
but siipped away and was arrested again 
in Alabama. When being brought back the 
Officers aad to wait for train connections 
at Anniston.

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CHIEF SURGEON HAS 
RESIGNED HIS POST 


It Is Reported That Dr. Drake Will Re- 


sume His Practice. 


HE IS NOW IN WASHINGTON 


Vice President Gannon Has Had an 
Intimation of the Retirement. 


THINKS THE DOCTOR INTENDS TO QUIT 


Whether the Chief Surgeon Will Re- 
main in Atlanta or Return to 
Knoxville Not Kno:vn Here.

Dr. Drake the Southern railway’s chief 
surgeon, has tendered his resignation and 
he will probably resume the practice of his 
profession next month. 

Dr. Drake came to Atlanta about the 
first of last year. He was practicing in 
Knoxville and had been. chief surgeon of 
the East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia 
prior to the organization of the Southern 
railway system. For a time he was chief 
surgeon of the Southerm’s western system, 
and eighteen months ago was appointed 
chief surgeon of the whole system by 
Mr. W. H. Baldwin, Jr., who was then 
second vice president. 

Dr. Drake was the first chief surgeon 
©. the whole system and he moved to 
Atlanta and organized the system’s staff 
of surgeons. 

For some time he has been talking about 
retuming to active practice. With the 
duties of his office he could not practice 
here. At one time he was considering 
plans for building a sanitarium in Atlan- 
ta, but he found that he would not have 
time to attend to both the sanitarium and 
his official duttes with the road. 

It has been rumored for some weeks 
that he contemplated resigning. He left 
om Tuesday for Washington, and it was 
reported here yesterday that he carried 
his resignation with him. There was no 
one in Atlanta who could corroborate or 
deny the report. An inquiry sent by The 
Constitution to Mr. Frank S. Gannon, third 
vice pres‘dent and gememl] manager of the 
Southern, evoked the following diplomatic 
reply: 

“I think he jntends to.” 

Whether the chief surgeon had present- 
ed his resignation up to that time was 
not Known at this end of the line, but 
the third vice president had evidently 
received am intimation of the chief sur- 
geon’s purpose. 

Nothing is kmown in Atlanta about Dr. 
Drake’s successor. Mr. Gannon has the 
selection or chief surgeon, and it is pos- 
sible that a Baltimore and Ohio man will 
be named. 

The salary is said to be about $4,200 a 
year. 

One of the chief surgeon’s friends stat- 
ed that Dr. Drake might returm to Knox- 
ville to practice.

_ @lse, and whose cheering smiles bring sun- 
ghine to the Iittle sufferers, and who 1s 
verity their ministering angel. 

During a visit to them early in the week 
they marveled at the pretty flowers on 
Her hat, admired the jeweled rings on the 
fingers that caressed theirs, but each and 
every one of them envious glances 
at the empire fan that hung from a golden

Their mute appeals were not in vain, 
and as their good fairy visited each white 
cot yesterday she placed in the hand of 
its occupant a tiny fan, a fac-simile of 
the one she wore on the chain about her 
neck Then besides these was given with 
the fan a rosy apple and a bon-bon. The. 
smiles of satisfaction ighting up the pale 
faces would have touched the heart of 
marble and there was enough sunshine 
within. the ward to bar out the dreariness 
of the day without.

He Contends That Butler’s Resigna- 
tion Is Only Thing That Could 
Inject New Life Into Party. 


Tom Watson has written an editorial, 
which eppears in today’s people’s party 
paper, demanding that Marion RButler re- 
sign as chairman of the national populist 
executive committee. 

Watson says that Butler’s resignation is 
all that can save the party, and he pub- 
lishes the following paragraph in capital 
letters to give emphasis to his assertion: 

“You cannot put new life into the party 
as long as the fear of fusion throws its 
shadow upon our future.’ 

Watson admits that his party is torn 
to pieces and says that the dissolution was 
caused by Butler and that Butler's resig- 
nation is the only renedy. He claims that 
fusion checks the dissolution of the two 
old parties and hast6éns that of the populist 
parity. te contends that there was never 
a better time than now for the populist 
parly to tlourish, but he says that confi- 
dence and leaders are needed, 

“The workers are ready, but not a fur- 
row will be run unless fusion is killed too 
dead to skin,’’ says Watson. He then goes 
on with a two-column argument that the 
only way to kill fusion is to kill Butler, 
politically.

He had ex- 
pected the supreme court to grant him an- 
other trial, but comfort in the fact 
there are two chances yet, both of whith.

Some Points from the Decision.

ANDERSON REPRESENTS CREDITORS 


Mines Will Be Operated Under New 
Company and All Creditors and 
Bondholders Are Acting To- 
gether for Mutual 
Protection. 


The assets of the Georgia Mining, Manu- 
facturing and Investment Company were 
sold yesterday i! noon in fromt of the door 
of the county courthouse by Receiver Ju- 
lius L. Brown in pursuance to an order 
of the superior court, which grew out of 
the lengthy litigation inaugurated more 
than two years ago. 

The amount realized at the sale is $24,805 
and the sale will be reported to Judge 
Lumpkin this morning by the receiver. im 
the event the sale is confirmed, and there 
seems to be no doubt upon this question, 
the court -will authorize the receiver to 
properly make the transfer and give title 
to the property. 

Yesterday's sale was not what it had 
been anticipated to be. Instead of being 
the death of the company amd the key that 
was expected to have locked the valuable 
property and closed up the mines, it has 
resulted in a manner directly opposite and 
marked the beginning of a new era in the 
history of the mining interests of the 
The highest bidder -was Captain 
Clifford L. Andersom. The property was 
knocked down to him as an individual and 
the title will be made In his name, but 
he Is not to be the owner of the property 
and will have no financial interest in the 
company that is to be organized for the 
purpose of operating the mines. : 

As soon as the sale is confirmed this 
morning there will be a meeting of the 
creviitors of the Georgia Mining, Manu- 
facturing and Investment Company, and 
there is no doubt that a strong cor- 
poration will be organized at once and the 
operation of the mines continued. The 
sale of the property means that the com- 
pany changes hands and management; it 
the company from the embarrassing 
litigation and brings.@ promise of success- 
ful operation for the futfre. 

The Bidding, Was Lively. 

The sale of the attracted a large 
crowd of capitalists interested par- 
yesterday. More twenty prom- 
inent lawyers of the state, representing 
clients and creditors, were present, and 
a mumber of moneyed men assembled in a 
bunch about Receiver Brown. The sale 
had been thoroughly advertised and alt 
probable purchasers were either present 
in person or were represented by counsel. 

The order providing for the sale had 
been granted by Judge Lumpkin just be- 
fore the adjournment of the last term of 
the court and the terms of the order made 
provision for the manner in which the 
property was to be The cash price 
was to be $25,000, while the deferred pay- 
ments were to be made within three to 
six months. A certitied check of $5,000 
was to accompany the accepted bid. 

The office furniture, consisting of two 
iron safes, a typewriter and office furniture 
and fixt was knocked down to Mr. 
Thomas IL. Bishop for $100. There was 
no opposing bid, and the sale was made 
with loss of but a few seconds. 

Notes and accounts amounting toa $59,100 
were offered by the receiver for sale. The 
bidding on this parcel was lively and in- 
teresting and the property was sold to 
Mr. Clifford Anderson for $1,650. 

Captain Anderson bought the third par- 
cel, which comsisted of twelve shares of 
the Madison Car Company. The amount 
bid was $.. The fourth parcel, consist- 
ing of twenty shares of Bartow Mineral 
Company, was sold to Captain Anderson 
for $59. 

Anderson Bids $23,000. 

The last parcel was number 5, consisting 
of all the property in the hands of the 
receiver which had not been previously 
This parcel, of course, was the one 
in which all interest settled. 

Captain Amderson bid $5,000, Which was 
instantly raised by Mr. Burton Smith, rep- 
resenting a large amount of indebtedness, 
to $6,000. Alternating between these gen- 
tlemen the bids increased rapidly, until 
Mr. Smith reached $22,050. There was a 
short pause, whem Captain Anderson bid 
$23.00, ending the bidding and securing the 
property. 

The sale will be reported this’ morning 
and Judge Anderson will be asked to ratify 
it. When it is confirmed the tithe will be 
passed and the reorganization will follow. 

It was generally understood yesterday 
that Captain Anderson was representing 
the Lowry Banking Company. It will be 
remembered that he has been counsel for 
the bank during the tedious litigation, 
and when he was present at the sale 
terday and began bidding with the deter- 
mination shown, it was rumored that the 
bank was to be the purchaser and would 
eventually own the property and operate it. 

While the Lowry Banking Company is 
one of the largest creditors and 
quently interested perhaps more than all 
others, the property will be owned by the 
creditors and will be operated by them, 
all acting im concert and for their mu- 
tual pretection and interest. 


What the Sale Means. 

The last chapter in the litigation of the 
company is to be the beginning of a pros- 
perous career, it is claimed, and the sale 
was but a stepping stone from Iitigation 
and indebtedmess to prosperity and suc- 
cess. : 

Within the next day or two the creditors 
will hold a meeting, when the reorganiza- 
tion will be agreed upon. The name of 
the Walker Coal and Iron Company may 
be selected as the name for the new com- 
pany, as this orgamization is new in exist- 
ence and it is being operated under a 
charter which allows many privileges. 

It is almost certain that the Bartow 
mines will be operated by the company 
that is being formed. This property is in 
good condition, it is claimed, and the oper- 
ations will be contimued in order to keep 
the mines from filling and the machinery 
from decaying and going to miin from 
neglect. 

No announcement has been made as to 
the fate of the other mimes operated under 
the various leases, but the intimations 
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worth working will be operated by the 
new company and an effort will be made to 
place the property, in all of its entirety, 
including lands and mines and machimery, 
in the best possible condition, 

The Louisville and Nashville railroad and 
the Alabama Great Southern, both inter- 
ested as bondholders, will be interested in 
the mew company, and the roadg will of 


course favor the operation of the mines. 


so that freight can be secured. It is 
claimed a majority of the interested par- 
tiles favor the operation of the mines. The 
purchasers do not anticipate a sale of 
the property this fall, and the property 
will doubthkess be maintained and used, 
the sale be'ng abandoned for the pres- 
ent at least. 
A Review of the Litigation. 

The litigation which has forced the sale 
the property estima:ed to be worth more 
than $1,000,000 was inaugurated in January, 
186. A bill was filed in the superior court 
by Ellis & Gray and Burton Smith on be- 
half of creditors whom they represented. 

Mr. Jullus L. Brown, who was more fa- 
miliar with the property than any one else, 
Was appointed receiver for the company, 
and the Htigation them began to increase 
and a multiplicity of persons were made 
parties.

Farris Fined in Police Court and After- 
wards Carried Before a 
Justice. 


Fred Farris, the young man who made & 
iesh at Jesele Evans, his brother-in-law, 
wth the intention of kiling him, Tuesday 
night, was fined yesterday afternoon in the 
police court ard was then turned over to 
Bailiff Ray, of Elcodworth’s court, who 
took him tn charge. 

When Farris, with a large kn.fe in his 
hand, made at Evans for the purpose of 
j1otecting the name of his sister, he would 
undoubtedly have killed his man had it 
not been for the interference of an ofilcer. 

Evens was not in court yesterday, al- 
thcvgh he had been eubpoenaed. The ofmfi- 
cer in the case testified that Evans had 
come to him during the early part of the 
evening and had said that A man was after 
him and would surely kill him. The officer 
said that he took Evans in charge ard Kept 
him all evening, and this is why protection 
was at hand when Farris made the ottempt 
to kill him. 

Two negroes had been arrasied on a 
trivial charge when Evans said in an @X- 
cited tone that Farris was then coming 
across the street. Sure enough a young 
man was running toward the ‘rowd4, and 
the officer let go his prisoner and jumped 
between Farris and his intended victim 
just in time to save a life: Farris was then 
arrested and brought to the parracks. 

Another policeman testified that he had 
seer Evans early in the evening and was 
asked for protection, but for some reson 
Evans did not stay with him. Farris was 
then told to make his statement. Hie said 
that Evans had married his sister, Mattie, 
some four or five weeks ago and had not 
supported her. She was soon compelled 
to return to the house of her father, and 
Evans was then told that he could see her 
no more. Evans then began visiting houses 
of ill fame, and on several occasions told 
the women that Mrs. Evans was a woman 
of bad character. Farris says tnat this 
remark was also made to sev: ral men, and 
in some way it reached the ears of the 
brother. ; 

He at once started out with the intent‘on 
of taking the life of his stster’s husband 
and last night before leaving home he 
slipped a large knife in his pocket. He 
sighted Evans several t.mes, but on each 
cecasion was given the elip. At last he 
saw him standing near the call box with 
the policemen. 

Farris said his 
point at sight of the

2 Where, in the contract of purchase, 
it was agreed that there should be a fur- 
ther reduction from the vurehase price 
to be paid for any of such goods as might 
be old or damaged, such reduction to be 
agreed upon by the parties, and there 
was no evidence that after the delivery 
of the goods to the purchaser and before 
the appropriation of the same by him to 
his own use, he had either agreed upon 
or demanded of the seller that an agree- 
ment be made between them as to the 
amount to be deducted from the purchase 
price in consequence of the fact that some 
of guch goods were -old or damaged, a de- 
fense setting up that at the time the 
goods were delivered to him some of them 
were in fact old or damaged would not 
avail. 

8. Under the facts of the present case, 
the court did not err in directing a verdict 
for the plaint-ff.
